Gall Bladder Condition 


My advice to this patient would 
‘be to have the gall bladder opened 
and drained, or removed as the 
conditions warrant. 

I digress here to express a per= 
sonal opinion which differs, I fear, 
from the opinion of a great many 
physicians. I am opposed to the 
indiscriminate removal of the gall 
bladder for stones and inflamma- 
tion. The surgeons, in their zeal to 
perform an operation which is 
sure to remove the’source of in- 
fection, forget that the gall blad- 
der is needed for the purpose of 
concentrating the bile and aiding 
intestinal digestion. 

After removal of the gal! bladder 
Nature makes a sfrenuous effort 
to ‘produce another bladder and 
does make numerous small pouch- 
€@s to hold the bile. Of course. a 

badly diseased gall bladder that 
has little chance of recovery 
should be removed, but we are 
possibly not conservative enough 
The surgeon feels that if he tikes 
it out, he will be sure'the infection 
is removed.

He has 
had no previous experience in 
associating with children and 
knows no better. This just about 
describes Bobby. althcugh Bobby 
is almost six. He hopes to gain at- 
tention by making a nuisance of 
himself.

There existed for many years 
a fallacy to the effect that mothers 
should bring up the girls and that 
fathers should attend to the rear- 
ing of sons. There never was a 
greater fallacy. Sons and fathers 
are not the greatest of pals, as a 
rule. 

“Men know too much about 
their sex. Women know too mueh 
about women to make for a cast~ 
iron combination. A father is al- 
ways a bit of a mystery and often 
a constant source of delight to a 
daughter, while a son gets more 
from his mother. Sons are hard to 
handle, but the less fault a father 
finds the more likely he will be 
listened to with respect when he 
does take the reins and show his 
authority. Fathers can explain 
certain things to daughters—espe- 
cially matters concerning sex — 
with a conviction that mothers 
lack. The man who can make a 
chum of his daughter need not 
worry about her: conduct. But I 
wouldn’t give a cent for any influ- 
ence a mother might have.
